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Surrounded With Reservations 


The news pouring out of the United Na­ 
tions overtaxes not only the reporters but 
the receivers. Too many things are happening 
too rapidly to be understood. 
But some of the things that are having to 
be set aside until there is time to deal 
with them more systematically are surround­ 
ed with reservations. 
One is the easy supposition that the con­ 
centration of political big shots in the U.N. 
General Assembly is Premier Khrushchev’s 
idea. 
In the absence of firm knowledge to the 
contrary, wouldn't it be just as reasonable 
to assume that men like Nasser and Tito 
heard that Khrushchev was coming to New 
York to strengthen his claim to influence in 
Africa and decided they would be on hand 
to protect their interests? 
Isn’t it just as reasonable to assume that 
in a world which easily gets the impression 
that only two great forces are at work—the 
United States and the Soviet Union—there’ is 
a third great force? It is the force repre­ 
sented by all nations whose existence hovers 
between the two principal competitors. It is 
the “ small business” bloc in international af­ 
fairs—the independents—the nations t h a t 
would rather be 
called “ neutralist” than 
communist or capitalist. 


The other thing that should be insulated 
with reservations is the easy supposition that 
Africa is destined to be a happy hunting 


ground for the Communist Conspiracy. 


This supposition grows out of skepticism 
about the political leaders of the new na­ 
tionalities being created by fiat in Africa It 
is doubted that they will be sophisticated 
enough to rebuff the Communist Conspiracy. 
This is not so much a matter of sophistica­ 
tion, however, as a matter of instinct. Afri­ 
cans, with their strong tribal patterns of be­ 
havior, their primitive religion, and pastoral 
society, will not be attracted by the dialec­ 
tical materialism of Karl Marx. It is a doc­ 
trine for the effete mind, not the primitive 
mind. 
The immovable fact about Marxism is that 
no one ever adopted it voluntarily or prac­ 
ticed it voluntarily. It is a revolutionary con­ 
cept that must be put into practice and main­ 
tained by force. Even in Russia, after four 
decades, communism continues to be forced 
on the many by the few. 
Khrushchev and the Communists h a v e 
nothing to gain in the United Nations. To 
know them better is to mistrust them more. 
They will make no converts on Manhattan 
Island. 


They Caged The Iron Horse 


You wonder, if yw think railroads have 
been getting a raw deal in high taxes and 
strict regulation, what would happen If all 
the unions that have a stake in railroads 
went to work on Congress 
You wonder, .specifically, how things would 
be if Mike Quill, who tied up the Pennsy, 
were to turn his genius for pressure blocking 
against the legislators who could do some­ 
thing constructive about railroad taxes and 
regulation. 
« 
Daniel P. Loomis, president of the Associa­ 
tion of American Railroads, was talking Wed­ 
nesday about the railroad problem before a 
joint seminar sponsored by the five train- 
operating brotherhoods and the School of In­ 
dustrial and Labor Relations in Cornell Uni­ 
versity. 
“ The railroads are overtaxed, over-regulat­ 
ed and are being overwhelmed by govern­ 
ment road, river and air development pro- 
frams,” he asserted. "And the problem dai­ 
ly becomes more acute — as each million- 
dollar mile of superhighway is completed, as 
each multi-million-dollar airport is built, as 
deeper river channels are dug and each set 
of costly new navigation locks goes into op­ 
eration ” 
In 1887. railroads and Conestoga wagons 
bad all long-distance transportation tied up 
—and no one wanted to regufate the wagons. 
So the new Interstate Commerce Commission 
coccentrated on railroads. That was all right, 
until competitors came along. The railroads 
then began to wonder why their competitors 


shouldn't be regulated and taxed on the same 
basis as they were regulated and taxed. 
In the meantime, the Conestoga wagons 
had evolved into over-the-highway trucks. 
Airplanes had been added in the sky, and 
waterways had been added on land They 
were relatively free from regulation and 
taxation. 
It was as though only one animal in a zoo 
was kept in a cage and the others allowed 
to live in what zoo keepers call their “ natur­ 
al habitat.” 
That’s why you wonder what would hawpon 
if the railroad unions demanded the release 
of their favorite animal — the iron horse. 
How could Congress reasonably refuse a 
joint demand by both railroad management 
and railroad unions?

Public Notice 


The state of Maine made his­ 
tory id September 1957 when its 
voters decided to bring that state 
in line with the others as to the 
date (rf its general election. 
For decades Maine had held its 
statewide elections earlier t h a n 
any of the other states. This gave 
rise to the political saying, some­ 
what disproved in recent years, 
that “ As Maine goes, so goes the 
nation." 
Since 1958, therefore, Maine has 
no longer served as a sort of spe­ 
cial political barometer. Under its 
constitution, as amended, its gen­ 
eral clectiwis, as in most of the 
other states, are to be held on 
“ the Tuesday following the first 
Monday in November.” 
The first major step in bringing 
about this cahnge was a rescdution 
adopted by the state legislature. 
But this, to be effective had to be 
ratified by the voters. Thi s, in 
turn, was submKted a a special 
election. 
Although this particular issue, 
along with four others submitted 
at the same time, had wide news 
coverage in the press and other 
news media, it was carried also in 
the newspapers as legal advertis­ 
ing or public notice. 
This was in compliance with a 
longstanding principle of law ba.s- 
ed on the public's right to know.

The United Nations, at its be­ 
ginning, could easily have been set 
up in some European capital but 
there were many Americans, in­ 
cluding this writer, who felt that 
the mobilization of the moral force 
of the world could better be achiev­ 
ed in the United States, where the 
press is freer than in most other 
countries. 
Many an isolationist who didn’t 
favor either the League of Nations 
or the United Nations would have 
preferred that America be spared 
the embarrassments of acting as 
the host country for the interna­ 
tional organization. 


BUT THE U.N. is here to stay, 
and the very thing that has been 
made the basis of the Communist 
complaints—that freedom of move­ 
ment outside the city ha.s been re­ 
stricted for certain visitors—serves 
a useful purpose. 
For one thing, the lace of recip­ 
rocity and one-sideness of the Com­ 
munists’ operations in everything 
is dramatized 
They want the West to disarm 
but do not wish to disarm them­ 
selves 
They want the West to be in­ 
spected thoroughly for any viola­ 
tions of a disarmament agreement 
but refuse to guarantee any ef­ 
fective system of detection inside 
their own borders 
They restrict the movements of 
American officials in the Soviet 
Union outside of Moscow and yet 
want freedom themselves to move 
about the United States. 
In addition, the Soviet head of 
state and his stooge, Fidel Castro, 
feel free to denounce everything 
American and to fling their in- 
vectivies at will but, when the 
American people show their dis­ 
pleasure and, for security reasons, 
limitations are placed on the move­ 
ments of the dictators from the 
Communist bloc, there is a loud 
protest from Moscow and an argu­ 
ment that it would be better to 


move the U.N. out of New York 
City. 
It is evident that the Communists 
can’t stand the glare of publicity 
in the United States, nor can they 
“ take it” as the American people 
react to their misguided words and 
deeds. 


NOTHING 
COULD 
downgrade 
the U N. more than to move it 
away from the United States, which 
has been its principal supporter, 
financially and otherwise, since the 
organization was founded 15 years 
ago. 
Many 
Americans, 
of 
course, 
would like to see America relieved 
of the burden of paying a third of 
the annual expense of the organiza­ 
tion hut there is another side of 
it: The United Nations provides 
a forum of pitiless publicity befort 
the whole world. 
It is worth many times the 
amount spent to support the U N. 
to be able to put the Soviet govern­ 
ment on the spot repeatedly in the 
General Assembly. 
The proceedings are widely re­ 
ported throughout the world—far 
more coverage being given to them 
than to meetings abroad. 
Things aren’t going so well in 
the U N for the Soviets. They are 
dismayed by the overwhelming vote 
of the member nations endorsing 
Secretary General Hammarskjöld 
for his actions in the Congo, which 
had been under attack by the Com­ 
munist bloc. 
Never before has the Soviet Un­ 
ion suffered such a humiliating de­ 
feat. 
What is more. Nikita Khrushchev 
knows by now that his fraterniza­ 
tion with Castro and Kadar is the 
wrong way “ to win friends and 
influence people.” 
There are in American many per­ 
sons whose kinsmen were murder­ 
ed in Hungary or whose relatives 
are today enslaved behind the Iron 
Curtain in Ea.st Germany. B u 1- 
garia, Romania, Poland, Czecho­ 
slovakia, Lithuania, Estonia and 
Latvia. 
There are many persons re.sid- 
ing in this country who are exiles 
from their native lands—Cuba and 
the Soviet Union. In view of these 
facts, it is remarkable how orderly 
the demonstrations have been. 


IT IS TRUE that the police have 
had a hard time protecting the 
Khrushchev gang but it is always 
difficult to get enough policemen 
to patrol the potential areas of trou­ 
ble when public anger is running 
high 
In America “ the right to demon­ 
strate” is sacred. 
The easiest way to get things 
bade to normal is not to remove 
the U N. but to remove the causes 
of the hatred and indignation which 
have swept this country against 
the tyrants of eastern Ekirope 
There isn’t a country in the whole 
free world where the safety of the 
Khrushchev gang today could be 
guaranteed if the gangsters started 
to move about without police pro­ 
tection.

Batterin g the n ucleus has pro­ 
d uced a zoo of 30 kn own o r pre­ 
d icted particles, "all with an in ­ 
sultin g lack of obv ious mean in g,” 
as Dr, Robert Oppen heimer, famed 
n uclear physicist, puts it. 
Physicists are d esperately hun t­ 
in g for a cod e, a theory or n ew 
prin ciple, to make sen se of them 
all. 
They d on ’t yet kn ow whether the 
30 particles are all elemen tary bits 
of m atter — most experts d oubt 
they are — or d ifferen t combin a­ 
tion s of a smaller n umber of them. 
But they hav e refin ed their con ­ 
cept of what an atwn ic n ucleus is 
like. 


ONE GREAT step came before 
the war, when Japan ’s Dr. Hid eki 
Yukawa proposed a solution to a 
fun d amen tal puzzle. 
This mystery was why an atom­ 
ic heart could stick together at 
all. sin ce it was tightly packed 
with man y proton s, all positiv e­ 
ly charged . They d iould repel on e 
an other. All atoms logically should 
blow apart, an d the un iv erse, too. 
Obv iously the n ucleus Is pow­ 
erfully glued together. 
Yukawa proposed — an d later 
experimen t con firmed — that a 
main part of the glue was the 
meson , a particle observ ed when 
atoms in the atmosphere w e r e 
blown apart by cosmic rays ^?eed - 
in g in from outer space.

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Projects Told At Seminar 
$24.4 Million Estimated 
For Highways In County 


.A toUl of 27 highway projects, 
expected to cost some $24.4 mil­ 
lion, 
are 
on the 
pTOgramming 
schedule for Columbiana County 
in the future, according to the Ohio 
Highway Department. 
The figures were revealed in the 
brochure distributed by the state 
at the recent federal-state highway 
seminar held at Akron and Mans­ 
field. It was held under Gov. Di- 
Salie’s auspices for congressrhen 
and congressional candidates. 
Besides the $5,7 million West 
End Freeway and a $10 4 million 
northern extension through Cali­ 
fornia Hollow, the planned projects 
include a $1.5 million Route 45 Sa­ 
lem traffic relief route and a $4.5 
million Route 7 bypass at Wells- 
ville to Route 45. 


AMONG OTHER Route 30 jobs 
slated are widenibg and resurfac­ 
ing of 7 .4 miles east from the 
Stark County line to Route 644, 
and widening and resurfacing of 
4.2 miles just west of Lisbon. The 
first would cost $27 5,000, and the 
latter $160,000. 
Four projects due on Route 154 
include widening and resurfacing 
of 6.6 miles from Rogers to the 
Pennaylvania line, costing $225,000; 
replacement of Bridge 0926 west 
of Rogers at $7 5,000; replacement 
of Bridge 0631 west of Rogers at 
$50,000, and replacement of Bridge ^ cost.

164 at a cost of $300,000; r^ lace- 
ment of Bridge 1063 and approach­
